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COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 



To the Honorable Richard Y atbs, Governor of Illinois : 

In accordance with law, we herewith submit to you our biennial 
report of the operation and management and condition of the South- 
em Illinois penitentiary for the two years ending Sept. 30, 1902. 

Though our connection with this institution has not been of long 
duration, yet we feel that a careful examination of the accompanying 
reports and the tabulated statistics will show the institution to be in 
excellent condition financially and in other respects. The several 
departments are all in full operation, and the earning capacity of 
each has never been greater. Ample employment of the inmates is 
afforded and the products of their labor in a measure defray the run- 
ning expense of the institution. It is appropriate for us to refer 
specifically to some of the chief departments of the penitentiary and 
present to you an accurate idea of their present status. 

KNITTING FACTORY. 

The knitting factory gives employment to the grektest number of 
convicts. To this institution we have made additions and improve- 
ments during the past two years that amount in the aggregate to 
$4,718.28, the most important of these being a power plant, and a 
paper box factory. The addition of the former affords sufficient 
motive power to run all the machinery of the factory without draw- 
ing upon the central power plant, which was overtaxed by the addi- 
tion of other new machinery. The introduction of the paper box 
factory affords profitable employment to about a dozen more prisoners 
and it is of such capacity as to manufacture sufficient boxes for the 
entire output of the knitting factory. As stated above, this depart- 
ment affords employment to more prisoners than any other in the 
institution, the daily average being 810. The department is in good 
repair and condition, except possibly the dyeing and drying rooms. 
The capacity of these is hardly adequate for the present output, and 
an addition to the main structure of a building, 42^ feet by 57^ feet, 
would enable us to materially increase the capacity, and at the same 
time avoid the necessity of working a force of prisoners at night as 
is now done. It is estimated that this addition would cost approx- 
imately $1,500, and if consistent with your views, we would respect- 
fully ask an appropriation of this amount for the above mentioned 
purpose. 



FOUNDRY. 

Though no improvement or additions have been made to this 
department of the institution, it is in good repair and gives daily 
employment to about 200 prisoners. When the amount which is 
invested in the foundry is taken into consideration, the financial 
returns from the employment of the prisoners therein show the plant 
to be a fairly remunerative industry. 

In both the knitting factory and the foundry the prisoners are 
employed on the piece price system in accordance with the terms of 
agreement made and entered into by our predecessors. 

BBIOE DEPARTMENT. 

No material change has been made in this large department. Its 
condition is about the same as set forth in the preceding report. 
The quality of brick manufactured is of a high class and the product 
is therefore in much demand. Though the plant is run systemati- 
cally and to its fullest capacity, we have been and are unable to 
manufacture brick in quantities suflScient to meet the demands. We 
have made and sold over 16,000,000 brick and yet there are many 
orders which we could not fill. 

The most serious danger that confronts this department is the rap- 
idly growing scarcity of desirable clay. The old fields are practically 
exhausted. For several months the supply has come from small hills 
in the neighborhood of the original field and this source is now near- 
ing exhaustion. Appreciating the necessity of maintaining this brick 
factory, and realizing that an adequate supply of clay must be pro- 
cured, we desire to state that Mr. Herman AUmeyer has a tract of 
land consisting of about 112 acres adjoining the prison that he has 
oflPered to sell to the State for $6,000. The ownership of this land 
would be a valuable acquisition to the State and we earnestly rec- 
ommend an appropriation of $6,000 for the purchase of the said farm. 
Its acquisition would give us an abundance of excellent clay, suffic- 
ient to supply the institution for many years, and in addition to that 
desirable feature, it will give us 60 or 65 acres of excellent farming 
lands that could be utilized most profitably in the raising of supplies 
for the prison. Inasmuch as a portion of the original farm of this 
institution has been set off for the use of the Asylum for Insane 
Criminals and the small remainder is so broken as to be practically 
untillable, a very great source of income is cut off. We regard the 
purchase of this farm as highly essential and feel that if it becomes 
the property of the State, it will prove a highly gratifying invest- 
ment. 

QUARBY. 

The quality of the rock in the lime stone quarry is such that it is 
not always desirable for dimension stone, rendered go by the seams 
running through it. As a consequence we have been compelled at 
times to purchase Bedford stone to work in with the prison stone. 



This has, in a measure, lessened the profits of the stone department. 
However, we have a ready sale for macadam, riflP-raflf, and rubble 
stone, and the prospects are that next year will mark a considerable 
increase in the earnings of this department, because of an increased 
output. 

The $6,500 appropriated by the last General Assembly for the 
erection and equipment of a cold storage plant has been expended as 
judiciously as possible. A modern plant has been erected and put in 
operation, and though it is small it is ample for the needs of the 
prison, and has proven to be a much needed addition to the institu- 
tion. 

One large item of expense is the purchase of ice for the prison. 
Now that the cold storage plant is in successful operation, we deem 
it wise to construct a small six ton ice plant. This can be done at 
slight expense because it can be constructed and maintained in con- 
nection with the cold storage plant. By estimates furnished, it is 
learned that such a plant as is contemplated, would cost only about 
$3,000, and we recommend an appropriation of that sum in order 
that an ice plant may be erected. It would easily furnish ice in suf- 
ficient quantities both for the prison and asylum for insane crimi- 
nals, and would result in a good financial saving for the State. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The greatest problem that confronts the officials of the prison is the 
water supply. No satisfactory solution has yet been offered. The 
conditions are about the same as set forth in the preceding biennial 
report. The large sandbar that has formed in front of the prison 
has compelled us to continue to maintain a temporary pumping 
station on the bar, which station of course, has to be changed as the 
water rises or recedes. 

There yet remains a balance of the appropriation, made by the last 
General Assembly, for the maintenance of a water supply, and it is 
our judgment that, barring unforseen and unexpected difficulties, we 
can maintain the water supply for the next two years with the bal- 
ance of the fund now remaining. 

HOSPITAL. 

One of the greatest needs of the institution is a modern hospital, 
equipped so as to meet all the demands. The present building was 
not constructed for a hospital, and has always been unfit for the pur- 
pose. It is too small; is poorly arranged and poorly ventilated. 
While the officials have done their utmost to make it answer the pur- 
pose, yet their efforts have not been successful, because of the size 
and location of the building. There are no means whereby the iso- 
lation of certain patients can be satisfactorily effected, and, as a con- 
sequence, tuberculosis patients and others affected with equally 
dreaded diseases, are in too close proximity to those who are tem- 
porarily ill or crippled. Then, too, the present building is located 
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in the center of the prison yard, and the patients, therefore, are sub- 
jected to all the smoke and noise incident to the prison. The cir- 
cumstances are such that a new and commodious hospital is greatly 
needed. The physician of the prison has commented upon this in 
his report, and we respectfully refer you to his observations. He re- 
gards a new hospital as a necessity, and most earnestly recommends 
to you that an appropriation of $15,000 be made for it. The build- 
ing can be constructed outside of the prison walls, near the south 
gate, yet with connection with the prison, and thereby afford con- 
ditions that will result in a more speedy recqvery of the sick, and 
otherwise greatly improve the health of the convicts. 

We desire to call your attention to the detailed and tabulated re- 
port of the warden and the recommendations therein contained; also, 
the report of Dr. A. M. Lee, the physician in charge, and the report 
of Rev. Wm. N. Rutledge, the chaplain of the institution. All of 
these are made a part of his report, and are submitted, in the confi- 
dent belief that a perusal of them will bear evidence of care and 
faithfulness in the discharge of the duties of these respective officers. 

In addition to the special appropriations, as mentioned above, we 
would respectfully recommend that the following appropriations be 
made, for the purposes named, for the ensuing two years: 

For the purpose of furnishing and repairing necessary, from time to time, 
in the various departments, ana to avoid drawing upon our ordinary or main- 
tenance fund, we respectfully ask an appi^opriation of $5,000 per annum. 

For excavating and extending the yard level, we recommend the sum of 
$2,500. 

We heartily concur in the chaplain's recommendation that the sum of $500 
be appropriated to maintain library and furnish chapel for two years. 

For the expenses incident to the enforcement of the parole law, we ask the 
sum of $2,500 per annum. 

For a contingency or emergency fund, to meet unforeseen conditions, acci- 
dents, fires, etc., we desire the sum of $5,000 per annum. 

As based upon the earnings of the prison during the past two 
years, we estimate that the sum of $90,000 per annum, in excess of 
the said earnings, will be necessary for ordinary expenses, and we 
therefore recommend the appropriation of that amount. 

The special appropriation of the last General Assembly of $12,- 
043.88, to pay the last of the bills contracted and left unpaid by the 
Altgeld administration, has been disbursed, and the receipts of the 
creditors duly filed. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the efforts of Warden 
Tanner and the efficient force of subordinate officers who have co- 
operated with us in the endeavor to maintain a high standard of dis- 
cipline, a careful supervision over the unfortunate inmates of the 
prison, and to so manage its affairs that the financial standing of the 
institution would be unquestioned.

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REPORT OF THE WARDEN. 



Menard P. O., III., Oct. 1, 1902. 

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, Southern Illinois Peni^ 
tentiary: 

Gbntlbmbn: — In aocordanoe with the law, I herewith submit to 
you statistical tables, showing the workings of the prison for the two 
years ending Sept. 30, 1902. 

These tables show in detail the earnings, the cash receipts and the 
sources from which the same were received; the expenditures, and 
the account on which same were expended; the number of prisoners 
received and discharged; the daily average number on hand; the 
number of days of convict labor performed in each department, etc., 
for the past two years. 

The number of prisoners on hand Oct. 1, 1900, was 829. The 
number received since that date has been as follows: 

For year ending Sept. 30, 1901 341 

For year endinc: Sept. 30, 1902 367 

Discharged regularly for same period: 

For year ending Sept. 30, 1901 300 

For year ending Sept. 30, 1902 308 

NumDer on hand this date 891 

These 891 prisoners, excepting the few who are incapacitated by 
sickness, are all employed now at some kind of work around and 
about the prison. 

Employed in making hosiery 310 

Employed in making hollow ware 200 

Employed in the manufacture of brick 55 

Employed in the different quarries 50 

Employed in the machinery department 45 

Employed in driving teams and doing work on the farm and around the 
bams 25 

The remainder are employed at non-remunerative labor at kitchens, 
dining rooms, clothing house, hospital, cleaning yard, attending 
gates, and acting as runners, etc. 
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This prison during the past year has shared in the general pros- 
perity of the country. The cash earnings for the year ending Sept. 
30, 1902, was $125,110.46, as against $115,285.54 for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1900, the highest point reached prior to that period. 

Unfortunately, however, this increase in earnings is oflFset by the 
increase in the expenses, on account of the prevailing high prices 
in most of the articles of food used by the prison, occasioned by the 
summer of drouth in 1901. 

We have had a tremendous demand for our brick for the past two 
years and the cash receipts from this department, on this account, 
have been very satisfactory. We have one drawback, however, in 
this department, and that is a scarcity of good clay; practically, all 
available clay has been used. 

On account of this scarcity of clay for use of the brick department, 
I earnestly recommend that you ask for an appropriation of $6,000, 
to enable us to purchase the 112 acres, adjoining our clay field, be- 
longing to Mr. Hermann AUmyer, upon the terms he proposed to 
your honorable board, some time ago. 

With the appropriation made by the last General Assembly, we 
have had put in a small cold storage plant, that is of great value to 
the prison; and in connection with this plant I desire to recommend 
the addition of a six- ton ice plant. This ice plant would only cost 
about $3,000, and, would enable us to manufacture enough ice to 
supply the needs of the Prison, and also for the Asylum for Insane 
Criminals, and would result in a great saving for both institutions. 

From estimates made from the very best obtainable information, 
there will be required for the ordinary running expenses the coming 
two years the sum of $90,000 per annum. This estimate of course, is 
made upon the existing conditions at the prison. Should the Legis- 
lature, at its next session enact a law requiring a change in the man- 
ner of employment of the prisoners, this estimate of course, would be 
of no value, whatever. 

I would like to urge upon your honorable board the importance of 
securing an appropriation of $10,000, to be known as a contingent 
fund, to be used in cases of emergency and to meet any ugforeseen 
accident or misfortune, etc. 

This, with other specials for repairs, and refurnishing, parole ex- 
penses, library, excavating and grading, etc., will enable us, I believe, 
to meet the expenses the coming two years. 

Before closing, I desire to thank each member of your honorable 
board, for your many kindnesses, patience and assistance, and to the 
deputies and clerks, I am under many obligations for uniform 
courtesy and valuable services.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



2o the Commissioners^ Southern Illinois Penitentiary, 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit to you my first biennial report, 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1902. Haviner assumed the duties of physician 
in charge July 1, 1901, you will note that the record from Sept. 30, 1900, to 
July 1, 1901, was made during the term of my predecessor, and is submitted 
from the records covering that period. 

The health of the persons under my care from July 1, 1901, to Sept. 30, 
1902, is set forth under respective headings in this report, which show the 
number of cases of tubercular, typhoid, malarial, rheumatic, dysenteric and 
gastric complication treated, which were prevalent during the summer and 
fall seasons of 1901 and 1902. Aside from this, we have had no other forms 
of disease that could be classed as endemic or epidemic during the past bien- 
nial year. 

In 1901, an epidemic of smallpox, which had been prevalent throughout 
many portions of the State, brofie out in Chester and vicinity, thereby in- 
creasing the danger of exposure to the inmates of the prison, as many of 
those received were brought from infected districts, who had never been vac- 
cinated. In each case, l took the precaution to have them successfully 
vaccinated, and as a further precaution, I had the prison quarantined until 
the epidemic had subsided. In the discharge of these duties, I had the sanc- 
tion of the State Board of Health, approvS of the assistant physician, ap- 
proval and undivided support of Warden Tanner, Deputies Dowell and Morse, 
and the cooperative support of the entire prison force, who are entitled to 
the highest commendations for the faithful and efficient services rendered 
this department, which successfully immunized the inmates of the prison from 
this disease. 

SANITARY. 

The sanitary system has been maintained, as far as it was possible with the 
present system of plumbing and sewarage, which, from wear and age, are 
defective, and from which unsanitary conditions must result, until replaced 
by a new system. 

The ventilation in both cell houses is fairly good; except the cells on the 
upper galleries in extreme hot and cold weather. The system of heating in 
the cell houses, for reasons just given, does not furnish sufficient heat to keep 
the cells comfortable in cold weather. 

All wearing apparel has been good and ample in quantity. 

DIKTBTIO. 

Regular inspections have been made of the convict kitchen , vegetable and 
meat departments, which have always been found in good sanitary condition; 
diet of good quality, properly cooked and dispensed m abundance. All the 
meats now used in the prison are kept in cold storage, which practically ob- 
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viates all danger of contamination and loss from this sonrce, especially dar- 
ing the warm or excessively hot seasons of the year, and has the sanction of 
the medical department as a beneficent sanitary measure. 

WATBB. 

The supply of water used for drinking, culinary and sanitary purposes are 
among the most common sources of infectien and disease, and accounts in a 
measure for the prevalence of typhoidal, malarial, gastric and bowel compli- 
cations that have prevailed during the summer and tall months of 1901 and 
1902, as shown by a chemical analysis of the water used. This condition has 
been practically overcome during the present year by the laying of pipes, 
which convey the water from springs under the bluff to cisterns, furnishing 
an abundant supply of pure water for all sanitary purposes, the cisterns hav- 
ing been properly protected. 

In addition to the use of pure water, so essential to the health of all, the 
importance of pure ice for general use during the hot seasons of the year can 
not be too strongly commended, from a sanitary standpoint. 

HOSPITAL. 

The present hospital building, with all the improvements and repairs that 
have been made during the past two years, for the care and treatment of the 
sick, is wholly inadequate to meet the demands of this prison j and in keep- 
ing with the recommendations of my predecessor, I call attention, especially, 
to the imperative needs and demands for a new hospital, sufficiently large 
and conveniently arranged for the care and treatment of all patients, with 
suitable apartments for the isolation, care and treatment of tuberculosis. The 
importance of this branch of the service is paramount, and can not be over- 
-estimated or too strongly urged by the physician, in behalf of those unfor- 
tunates, and the protection of the puplic from contact with the fearful rav- 
ages of this infectious disease, that is claiming its millions annually. 

The increase in hospital patients has been in proportion to the number of 
admissions and to the excessive heat of the past two seasons, especially 1901, 
developing, as it has, from causes which I have already pointed out, con- 
ditions prolific of typhoid, malaria, gastric, dysenteric, rheumatic and bowel 
diseases. 

MORTUARY. 

Of the total number of deaths. 17 died from tuberculosis, being 56 per cent 
of the total number of deaths, snowing an increase of 21 per cent over the 
preceding biennial report; three from typhoid fever, being 10 per cent of the 
total number of deaths; three from injuries, two from carcinoma of the liver, 
one from chronic bronchitis and asthma, one from sunstroke, one from trau- 
matic erysipelas^ one from hypertrophy and valvular disease of the heart; 
one from pernicious malaria (congestive chill). For further information, see 
Statistical Report. Showing an average death rate for the past two years of 
1.693 per cent annually. 

Microscopical examinations have been made from the sputa of 26 suspected 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. In 24 of these cases examined, large num- 
bers of tubercle baccilli were found, and as a precautionary measure against 
the spread of the disease, and to provide better means for their care and 
treatment, I have isolated all consumptives, as far as possible, by removing 
them from the knitting shops, foundry and other places where they came in 
contact with healthy persons, and assigning them to separate cells and apart- 
ments in the hospital during the past year. 

All medicines have been dispensed under my supervision and direction. 
The average amount of medicine dispensed for the biennial year ending Sept. 
30, 1902, has been one hundred and thirty-two and 78-100 dollars ($132.78) per 
mo^th. 
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Durinfi: my term of service as physioian in oharg:e,I have had the effioient 
and faitnfnl services of mv assistants, who have my sincere thanks for the 
services they have so faithfully and efficiently rendered in assisting me in 
building np the sanitary and medical department of the institution to the 
standard it now sustains. 

In conclusion. I would call your attention, from an economic standpoint, to 
a comparison of prices i>aid for medicines and supplies for the past three 
months, in accordance with your instructioDS of July 1, 1902, and those of the 

S receding 12 months, showing a gain from July 1, 1902, to Sept. 30, 1902, of 
S per cent, a net gam at this ratio for the past 15 months, from July 1, 1901, 
to Sept. 30, 1902, of three hundred and sixty-two dollars and thirty-two cents 
($362.32) , fully justifying the wisdom of your plan, for this department to 
submit estimates and receive bids on all medicines and supplies required be- 
fore purchasing, and commends your action as both safe and economical. 

I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the commissioners, warden, deputies 
and other officers for the undivided services they have so chaerfully rendered 
me in the discharge of my official duties, and my assistants, Drs. Crouch and 
Mead, for the skillful, faithful and efficient services they have at all times 
rendered in the discharge of their respective duties.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, Chester, III 

Gbntlbmbn— I take pleasure in making a report of my first year's work as 
chaplain. 

The regular services have been held every Sunday, at 9:40 a. m. The 
chapel has been well filled at all regiilar services and been crowded on special 
occasions. The attendance at religious services is voluntary, but most pris- 
oners consider it a privilege to attend. The assistance in the chapel services 
of a ^od choir and orchestra, under the leadership of Mrs. James, of Chester, 
111., IS greatly appreciated. A new piano and a full set of 12 instruments for 
a brass band have been purchased. 

Eev. C. J. Eckert, of Chester, 111., has held services at 8:00 a. m. on the 
last Sunday in each month, for the Catholic prisoners. 

The Rev. C. Strasen, pastor of the Evangelical Lutheran church, of 
Chester, 111., has been preaching at 8:00 a. m. on the second Sunday of each 
month, for the German prisoners. 

The words of encouragement I have received from prisoners in conversa- 
tion and by letter make me feel that good is being accomplished. More than 
100 men have given me their names as Christians or seekers of religion. 
Special addresses have been made to the prisoners during the year by 
" Mother " Wheaton, of Tabor, Iowa; Mrs. Haines, of St. Louis; Mrs. 
Clerkson, of Sparta, 111. ; Bev. J. G. Miller, of Chester, 111. ; Mr. Jacob 
Hoof stitler, of Sterling, III. ; Commissioner T. J. Clark, of Quincy , 111. ; Bev. 
Julian Wadsworth, of Brockton, Mass.; and Gbvemor Tates, of Spring- 
field, Ul. 

Memorial Sunday and Decoration day were properly observed in memory 
of our fallen soldiers, and a memorial service in memory of the death of 
President McEinley, was held. 

I attend all calls made by the prisoners during the week and visit one cell 
house each Sundav afternoon. My visits are so planned that I see each 

Erisoner in his cell at least twice a month, and give him a chance to make 
is requests known. 

The prison school was held in the chapel, during December, January and 
February, on Tuesday and Friday evenings, for two hours each evening. 
Only illiterates were received and about 50 attended. The teachers and 
scholars all did good work. With a good school room and a part of each day 
devoted to school work greater good could be accomplished. 

A library consisting of 4,500 volumes is well patronized. The men have 
from 6:00 until 9:00 o'clock each evening, and Sunday afternoons, to read. 
The usual appropriation should be made to maintain the library. Twenty- five 
copies of the Volunteer Gazette are furnished weekly by Mrs. Booth, of New 
York, and 30 copies of the Life Boat, each month, by Dr. Paulson, of 
Chicago. Dr. A. J. Nast, of Cincinnati, sends each week 11 copies of the 
Apologete in German. Several boxes of old magazines and religious papers 
have been distributed among the prisoners during the year.
